soccer  team  and  his  fourth  sea- 
son leading  the  women’s  soccer 
program  at  Avila.  With  over  30 
years  of  coaching  soccer, 
McNally  brings  a wealth  of 
experience  to  the  Avila  soccer 
program.  Coaching  at  5 differ- 
ent high  schools  and  4 different 
colleges  McNally  identifies 
himself  as  a “teacher  first.” 

McNally  graduated  from 
Quincy  University  in  1972,  and 
immediately  was  given  a high 
school  head  coaching  opportu- 
nity.

“Last  season  was  about  learning,  commented 
head  coach  Fredrick  Wagner,  learning  about 
what  I wanted  them  to  do  on  the  floor,  learning 
about  developing  the  identity  of  the  program 
and  about  hustle  and  movement.” 

Wagner,  who  took  over  at  Avila,  following  a 
long  career  as  an  assistant  coach  at  the  NCAA 
Division  I level,  led  the  Eagles  to  a 9-1 6 overall 
match  record  and  a 2-8  Heart  of  America 
Conference  mark.  Those  numbers  are,  howev- 
er, somewhat  misleading  as  the  Eagles  took 
their  opponents  to  the  5th  and  final  game  of  5 
different  matches  and  3 times  took  their  oppo- 
nents all  the  way  to  match  point  before  falling. 
According  to  Wagner,  “We  made  some  strides 
as  a team  last  year,  and  we’re  just  a few  plays 
away  from  being  a .500  team.” 

The  2005  version  of  the  Eagles  hopes  to  build  on 
the  education  they  received.  “We’ve  gone  from 
being  one  of  the  smallest  teams  in  the  confer- 
ence last  year  to  one  of  the  top  three  teams  in 
terms  of  size  this  year,”  commented  coach 
Wagner. 

The  Eagles  lost  All-HAAC  selection  and  kills 
leader  Casey  Carson  to  graduation,  but  return 
several  players  who  Wagner  thinks  can  con- 
tribute significantly  again  this  season.  NAIA 
Scholar  Athlete  Award  winner  Sarah  Davis  (Sr. 
5'1 0 Sedalia,  MO)  led  the  team  in  hitting  per- 
centage and  will  see  action  at  either  the  Middle 
Blocker  or  Right  Side  positions. 

Jessica  Horine  (Jr.  6'0  Rogersville,  MO)  also 
returns  after  a strong  showing  at  the  outside 
hitter  position  in  2004.  Senior  Jamie  Richardson 
(5'1 0 Overland  Park,  KS)  moves  from  the  hitting 
position  to  middle  blocker  and  will  battle  new- 
comers as  well  as  returner  Brittany  Lofgreen 
(Soph.  6'0  Lincoln,  NE)  who  had  a strong  spring 
season. 

Beth  Laughery  (Jr.  5'8  Blair,  NE)  will  battle  for 
time  at  the  setter  after  missing  all  of  last  season 
because  of  injury.  Returning  starters  Jessica 
Peters  (5'1 0 Sr  Blue  Springs,  MO)  and  Jessica 
Fiebrich  (5'7  Sr.  New  Braunfels,  TX)  also  return, 
but  will  face  a strong  push  from  several  new 
faces.

TEAM  OUTLOOK 


Under  the  direction  of  4th  year  head  coach 
Paul  McNally,  the  Eagles  have  quietly  built 
themselves  into  a competitive  force  within  the 
Heart  of  America  Athletic  Conference  (HAAC), 
improving  their  record  from  5-1 2 in  2002  to  9-9 
in  ‘04. 

Senior  captain  and  3 year  starter  Jessica  Collins 
(Overland  Park,  KS)  returns  to  the  midfield  posi- 
tion which  has  been  hers  since  the  2002  season. 
She  is  joined  by  juniors  Betsy  Boehner  (Lenexa, 
KS)  and  Megan  Easterday  (Westwood,  KS),  and 
sophomores  Ashley  Reagan  (St.  Louis,  MO)  and 
Jessica  Borst  (Emporia,  KS)  to  give  the  Eagles  an 
experienced  and  creative  group  at  that  position. 

On  the  front  line,  junior  Katie  Newman 
(Washington,  M0),  who  scored  1 0 goals  as  a 
freshman  in  2003,  looks  to  be  completely 
recovered  from  a serious  knee  injury.  She  is 
joined  by  junior  Ashley  Poore  (Olathe,  KS)  who 
gives  the  Eagles  a powerful  presence  at  the  for- 
ward position. 

The  entire  Eagle  defense  returns  as  well,  led  by 
senior  Lyndsey  Markes,  junior  Ashley  Schouten, 
and  sophomores  Liz  Terry  (Florissant,  MO),  Jill 
Sells  (Lee’s  Summit,  MO),  and  Sarah  Sinovic 
(Overland  Park,  KS).  All  are  experienced  col- 
lege players  that  are  expected  to  give  the 
Eagles  a strong  and  stable  defense. 

In  addition  to  the  nine  returning  starters, 
McNally  believes  he  has  a number  of  other  tal- 
ented returners  to  go  along  with  an  outstand- 
ing recruiting  class.  “According  to  McNally,  this 
will  truly  be  a team  effort.  With  the  graduation 
of  Kristen  Kelly  and  Nicole  Sowders,  every  play- 
er in  uniform  has  the  ability  and  expectation  to 
bring  something  to  this  program.” 

The  Eagles  open  the  2005  soccer  season  on 
Sunday,  Sept.  4 against  Briar  Cliff  University  in 
Sioux  City,  IA.  The  Eagles’  home  opener  is  sched- 
uled for  Thursday,  Sept.  8 as  they  face  Ottawa  at 
4 pm.  All  Avila  University  home  matches  are 
played  at  the  Zarda  Athletic  Complex  on  the  Avila 
University  campus.

Four  transfers  have  the  opportunity  to 
contribute  immediately  to  the  Eagle 
lineup.  Stacy  Suntken  (Jr  6'0  Indianola, 
IA)  comes  to  Avila  from  Southwestern 
Community  College  (IA)  and  expects  to 
join  Christine  Davis  (6'0  Jr.  Littleton, 

CO),  a transfer  from  NCAA  Division  I 
University  of  Colorado  and  Mollie 
Richert  (Jr  5'1 1 Burlington,  IA),  a trans- 
fer from  Des  Moines  Area  Community 
College,  in  making  an  immediate 
impact  on  the  Eagles  front  line. 
According  to  Wagner,  Casey  Jones  (Jr 
5'4  Shawnee  Mission,  KS),  a transfer 
from  NCAA  Division  II  Southern 
Arkansas,  “brings  excitement  to  our 
defensive  posture,”  and  is  expected  to 
fill  the  libero  position  for  the  Eagles. 

Heart  of  America  Conference  Champion 
Culver-Stockton  once  again  looks  like 
the  team  to  beat  this  season,  but 
Wagner  and  his  fellow  HAAC  coaches  all 
feel  that  the  conference  is  both  strong 
and  deep  in  2005.  Lindenwood  and 
Central  Methodist  also  look  strong  on 
paper  and  a coaching  change  at 
Missouri  Vally  makes  them  a wildcard  as 
well.  The  Eagles’  success  in  conference 
play  will  depend  on  Wagner’s  ability  to 
mix  his  talented  newcomers  into  the 
program  early  on  and  also  depend  on 
the  Eagles  ability  to  build  on  their 
learning  experiences  of  last  season. 

Avila  will  be  tested  early  and  often  in 
non-conference  play  as  they  face 
Morningside  (IA),  Bellevue  (NE),  Dordt 
(IA),  and  Dakota  State  (SD)  in  the 
Bellevue  Tournament  Sept.  2 and  3.  All 
four  of  those  teams  were  ranked 
among  the  top  25  in  the  NAIA  National 
Volleyball  Poll  in  2004.  According  to 
Coach  Wagner,  “We  really  made  an 
effort  in  our  scheduling  to  get  out  and 
play  some  of  the  top  NAIA  teams  in  the 
country  this  season.
